CLAIM FOR DAMAGES 


DISMISSED, WITH COSTS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
i ‘ved judgment was delivered in favour 
fof the defendant, with costs against the 
plaintiff, in the action that had been heard 
on Wednesday and Thursday of last week, 
in which Malcolm Y. McGregor, of Kings- 
thorpe, Dirleton avenue, North Berwick, 
Scotland, a school teacher, claimed £2,500 
damages against Grace E. Biggs, of Crocka- 
cullion, allisodare, County Sligo, for 
alleged breach of contract. | 
The plaintiff ‘alleged that the defendant, 
who is a daughter of the late Dr. Biggs, 
Headmaster of Portora School, Enniskillen, 
induced him to give up his appointment as 
teacher in Oxford in order to manage her 
farm in Crockacullion, and that this con- 
tract was broken by her: The defendant 
pleaded that the basis of the alleged vontract 
was ah agreement of marriage between her 
and the plaintiff, and that such agreement 
was mutually rescinded. 

THE JUDGMENT, 
Mr. Justice Hanna, delivering judgment, 
said:—The unusual phascs of this extra- 
ordinary case may be fittingly described as 
the backslidings of Venus in her orbit. The 
only difficulty in the case is one of fact. 
The plaintiff, by birth a Scot, is a school- 
teacher of 60 years of age, employed, at the 
time with which we are concerned, in the 
Dragon School, Oxford; a man of no means, 
se + what he earned by teaching, and even 
then somewhat impecunious. The defendant 
is a middle-aged lJady, a daughter of Dr. 
Biggs, the well-known former sd sAiheih of 
Portora, Enniskillen, who now owns in her 
own right about 27 acres of grazing land at 
Crockacullion. near Ballisodare, County Sligo, 
on which there is a very comfortable house. 
She also has an income of about £300 a year 
from dividends. About thirty years ago the 
laintiff had been a teacher in Portora 
chool. There had been some love-making 
between them, which terminated in a pro 
posal of marriage, which was refused, and 
he left the school. They did not meet for 
years. 

In 1924 they were strangely brought toge- 
ther again through a young nephew of the 
defendant being at the Dragon School, in 
preparation for Oxford University. The 
early stages of their renewed friendship are 
not material to the issues I have to decide, 
save that in a fev, months, though they had 
not yet stirred into flame the ashes of the 
old affections, they were on very intimate 
terms. The defendant visited Oxford, where 
the plaintiff's work jay, several times prior 
to Easter, 1925, in order to see him and 
promote their friendship. As a result of 
this intimacy, they agreed to spend that

conversation was about ten o clock at night, 
the mist was on the sea, and one 
might imagine sentiment would be at its 
highest. ‘The evidence as to what was said 
is contained in the narrative of the plaintiff 
and of the defendant, and also in the letters. 
I cannot accept, and do not accept as full 
or accurate the version of either of the par- 
ties. The one is influenced by self-interest, 
and the other by a wearying, pensive senti- 
ment, as well as a desire to put as good a 
face on the facts as she can. To find the 
true legal basis of what occurred, I must 
strip it of all the tawdry phrase-making in 
which to satisfy some lingering consciousness 
at their own irrational conduct, these two 
clever people have involved it. 
JUDGE’S CONCLUSIONS, 

My conclusions of fact as to the arrange- 
ment are as follows :—'lhey had bóth arrived 
at the stage of affection when they were 
ready and anxious to be married.

Se refused this as impossible, as it 
would take her away from her farm, and 
made the counter-suggestion that he. should 
up teaching and go to Crockacullion to live 
with her. She said, and I accept it, 
that she meant that he should live in her 
house, and she would keep a roof over his 
head, and give him butter and cream for his 
life—the latter being, I presume, a figurative 
expression to cover all his needs, I think it 
included more than the proceeds of the dairy 
farm. If he desired, he could prepare pupils 
for Harrow and Eton. He was to be installed 
there as master. She said it was to be on 
the basis of work—whatever that may mean— 
and that she had ideals of raising the neigh- 
bourhood from the stupor of loafing all day 
to activity and co-operation by the industrious 
example of her schoolmaster lover. In my 
judgment, this was a mere cloak or excuse for 
the unusual arrangement they made. Neither 
of them will admit. that up to that time the 
word ‘“‘engaged’’ had been used; but I am 
satisfied that the defendant was introduced 
by the plaintiff as his fiancée to, and 
recognised as such. by, the plaintiff's sister, 
the defendant's relations in London and in

CONVENTIONS OF PROPRIETY. 

The lady’s relatives did not mince words 
in condemning the arrangement. Mrs. 
Geoghegan, of Stillorgan, displayed a rigid 
and refreshing adherence to the conventions of 
propriety, which, at least in Ireland, have 
survived the Victorian Era. With vehemence 
she told them, “ It can’t be done,” a concise

Unfortunately, there’ were visitors in the 
housg when they arrived, and he had to reside 
with a neighbour. He spent.the entire of 
every day at Crockacullion, and in the evening 
taught the defendant Italian. He took ill one 
day at Crockacullion, was put to bed, and 
after his recovery remained with her in the 
house, as the defendant had originally in- 
tended.

JUDGE'S LINES QUOTED.

[t is the law that a contract having for 
one of its terms a promise to marry a 
person, who is, to the knowledge of both, 


already married, is absolutely void as being 
against public policy. The law does not 
lend its aid to é@olourable transactions of a 
matrimonial character. We might almost 
add, aa appropriate to this case, the lines of 
the Scottish judge, Lord Neaves, which may 
be bad poetry, but good law :— 
“Tea bad if it’s only a cover, 
For cloaking a scandal or sin, 
Or talking the landlady over, 
T'o let the folks lodge in her inn.”’ 

In my opinion, the arrangement between 
them was a voluntary arrangement, made 
without pecuniary consideration with a view 
to the subsequent .marriage, or, in the event 
of no matriage, as a voluntary’ provision for 
him for his old age. This was not a contract 
at all. The plaintiff did not go over to 
work the place under any contractual obliga. 
tion. The defendant thought that the plain- 
tiff, as a result of this voluntary arrange- 
ment with a view to subsequent marriage, 
would consider himself in honour bound to 
provide for his needs. His subsequent 
conduct shows this. He does not work. 
He has free fishing, free food, free housing 
and such other necessities as he requested. 
Her bank account is put under his control 
as the master. He pays the outdoor man 
on a few occasions, buys a few odds and ends 
for the house, and his work is merely trivial 
and pleasant exercise. 

THE MYSTERY OF THE CASE. 


The lady admits that she put an end to 


the arrangement. Why I cannot tell. ‘This 
is the mystery of the case. Of this I am 
satisfied—that, though she may not have 


been quite content with the way he was 
playing the part of master towards her 
friends and the people in the neighbour- 
hood, something serious happened about the 
end of June that made her resolve to have 
done with him. Whatever it was, I am 
satisfied she desired to get rid of him at 
any cost. The conduct of the plaintiff about 
this time becomes, to an impartial mind, 
somewhat discreditable. He was evidently 
pressing the defendant to make a substantial 
provision for him. I have formed the opinion 
that in these transactoins he was taking an 
undue advantage of the desire of the lady 
to ge trid of him, even though she should 
have to pay heavily for it. She thought, 
in fairness, she should give him something, 
as their plans were being broken up and 
he had to look out for a new employment. 
In these discussions she offered to make a 
will of all her property in his favour. He 
laughted at her, and said she would likely 
outlive him. 

_ He then wrote-to Mr. Matheson, a solicitor, 
instructing him to prepare an assignment of 
all her property, giving all piitioalate. Mr. 
Matheson refused to do so without seeing the 


lady. The plaintiff wrote that she was his 
fiancée, but Mr. Matheson still would not 
move. Her securities, representing a capital 


of about £5,000, were in the bank deposited 
against the: overdraft. He communicated 
with the bank manager with a view to having 
these transferred also. The bank manager 
gave a good reason for declining, and advised 
the lady to see Mr. Matheson. She did so, 
und, as one would expect from Mr. Matheson, 
having heard the facts, he definitely declined 
to carry out the transfer and sent her to her 
family solicitors, Messrs. Longfield, Kelly 
and Armstrong. In their hands she was safe, 
and ultimately he was requested to leave 
Crockacullion, Through the intervention of 


her relative, Dr. Purser, a sum of 
~ age 

£500 was offered to the plaintiff 
as an honourable solatium or acquittance. 


I find that it was not offered on the basis 
of any legal liability. He refused this sum, 
and demanded £2,500. 

DISMISSED WITH C )STS. 

This action has been brought really to 
recover that sum as damages for breach of 
promise of marriage, which cannot be sus- 
tained in law, but nominally for breach of a 
contract of employment, which cannot be 
established in fact. Whatever reasons may 
be given to palliate the foolish and un- 
worldly arrangement made in the beginning, 
I have nothing but the severest censure for 
the plaintiff's conduct with reference to the 
lady's property and his attempts to grasp 
it. I have formed the opinion that the plain- 
tiff believed he had some hold or domination 
over the lady which would force her to 
settle with him rather than face the expo- 
sure of herself or some of her actions in a 
public court. The action is untenable, and 
must be dismissed with costs, and the defen- 
dant has learned (to use the words of Sir 
Walter Scott) that ‘‘of all the ghosts in 
the world the most terrible is that of an old 
true love returned to haunt its mate.’

THE JURY’S AWARD. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
An action was heard in which Mrs. Mar- 
garet Flynn, of John street, Tullow, claimed, 
under Lord Campbell’s Act, to recover 
damages against the Lrish Sugar Manufac 
turing Company, Ltd., Carlow, for the death 
of her husband, Michael Flynn, which, she 
alleged, was caused by the negligence of the 
defendants 

The plaintiff, in her statement of claim, 
set out that her husband had been employed 
as a labourer by the defendants at their 
Sugar gas 2? at Carlow, and on the 2nd 
February, 1927, he was required, in the 
course of his employment, to cross the River 
Barrow by means of a iaft provided by the 
defendants. While so crossing he was 
thrown into the river and drowned. The 
raf‘ was dangerous, unsafe and inadequate 
for the crossing of thé river, and, further, 
it was not in charge of a skilled and com- 
petent person, and was not equipped with 
any guard-rail or life-saving apparatus, or 
other provision against accident. The de- 
ceased man was earning £2412s. per week 
from the defendants at the time of his death, 
and 8s. a week in his spare time as a 
general handyman. He was the sole support 
of plaintiff and their children, and by his 
death they had lost their means of support 
and living. The plaintiff claimed £1,500 
damages. 

The defendants denied negligence, or that 
the raft was in an unsafe and dangerous 
condition, or that they provided persons to 
control the raft who were not proper and 
competent persons. They further pleaded 
contributory negligence on the»part of the 


deceased man.

Florida, and it would be impossible to have 
an affidavit made by her personally and trans- 
mitted in time for the hearing of this applica-

Master—Have you acopy of the agreement? 

Counsel said that the agreement was a 
verbal agreement and was not put in writing. 
He read Mr. Garrett's affidavit, in which :t 
was stated that the defendant had a good and 
valid defence to the action, both in law and 
on the merits. The defence on behalf of the 
defendant had been drafted by counsel, and 
would be filed on the first opportunity avail- 
able.

Mr. Robert Bruce 
Garrett stated that he was acquainted with all 
the facts, but he did not tell them any of 
the facts. He did not contradict the plaintit 
that £2,000 was paid on account.

Commenting on the fact that there is but 
one fish market for the entire Saorstat, the 
report says that this market, which is 
situated in Duan, is pot convenient either 
to railways or shipping, and consequently the 
expense of extra haulage and handling has 
to be met by the fishermen consigning their 
catches to this market.

“A by no means negligible market existg i 
our inland towns which the mackerel buyer's 
on the coast seem to. have neglected ‘too 
long. With proper selling organisation, and 
the co-operation of the carrying companies, 
it is believed that a valuable trade can be 
opened up in this direction from centres. 
such as Kinsale, Valentia and Dingle, where 
rail heads exist.

LEGAL RUMOURS. 


It is rumoured in Belfast that Lord 
Chief Justice Moore may be chosen to suc- 
ceed Lord Atkinson as an English law 
lord, but it is unlikely that the British 
Gevernment will’ offend its own distin- 
guished Judiciary and Bar by appointing 


a gentleman outside its . own legal 
horders. 7 Those who profess to have 
inside information, however, are in- 


sistent on the truth of their story, and even 
prophesy the changes which will require to 
be made consequent on the promotion of 
the Lord Chief Justice. Of course, Lord 
Justice Andrews, in such a case, would be 
appointed Lord Chief Justice, and Lord 
Justice Best would mave into his place in 
seniority, but shoudl names have been 
mentioned in regard to the possible vacant 
judgeship, it is very problematical who 
would be selectéd. 

There is no Roman Catholic judge in 
Northern Irelang.

THE FATAL TRAIL. 


The Ulster roads are still claiming their 
toll of death, and scarcely a week passes 
without some tragedy to record. There! 
have been many child victims, and the 
‘bus peril seems to have in no way 
diminished, A little boy, aged about five 
years, was killed at Carrickfergus on Fri- 
day by a vhar-a-banc, filled with English 
tourists, who were shocked by the eccur- 
rence; and almost every day the news- 
papers report motor accidents of some 
kind or another, The new regulations for 
the better control of motor traffic, which 
came into operation at the beginning of 
the month, have not yet been fully per- 
fected, but it is expected that they will 
tend to diminish the dangers of the road. 
There is one aspect of the problem, how- 
ever, which requires special consideration. 
Tt was, stated in the last session of the 
Northern Senate that the drivers of motor 
‘buses could not keep to their time-tahles 
without breaking the speed. limit—a grave 
menace to the public safety. 

It would seem, therefore, to be an im- 
perative duty that these  time-tables 
should be examined, and where it is found 
that the distances between places of de- 
parture and arrival cannot be covered 
without infringing the law proper penal- 
ties should be imposed, not on the drivers, 
who cannot help themselves, but on the 
owners, When road vehicles begin to 
rival the railways in speed—and the re- 
cords of the law courts show that they 
sometimes travel at 40 to 45 miles an hour 
—there is need for firm measures to safe- 
guard ithe public. In the meantime, the 
fatal trail gathers in its victims, It is

At ten minutes to six last evening Mrs. 
Elliott-Lynn, the well-known Irish lady 
aviator, made a safe landing in the Fifteen 
Acres, Phoenix Park, after a day’s flight, 
in the course of which she alighted at aero- 
dromes In Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland, having left Woodford, Cheshire, at 
11 a.m.

INTERVIEW WITH [ARS. LYNN. 
A Customs officer was in attendance, and, 
having satisfied him that she had ‘‘ nothing 
to declare,’’ Mrs. Lynn very kindly described 
her day’s flight to an ZJrish TJtmes repre- 
sentative. 
She left Woodford, Cheshire, at 11 o'clock 
in the morning, landed in Flintshire at 11.45, 
and at 2.15 p.m. she was in Koircudbright- 


shire. She left. there about 3 o'clock, and 
an hour later she was at the Aldergrove 
Aerodrome, near Belfast. At ten minutes 


past 4 she left Aldergrove and reached the 
Phoenix Park, as stated. Thus, in the space 
of one day she touched England, Wales, 
Scotland, Northern Ireland and the Free 
State. 
The journey was without incident, save 
for a slight leakage of petrol, which developed 
on the way from Belfast, When nearing 
Dundalk the aviators ran into rain, and the 
rest of the journey to the Phoenix Park was 
marked by intermittent showers. > 
REMARKABLE FLYING TEST. 

Mrs. Elhott-Lynn is very proud of her 
machine, which is described as the very 
latest thing in light aeroplanes. It is a two- 
seater, with Cirrus engine, and, according 
to Mrs. Lynn, is easily handled. She took 
up flying only two years ago with another 
tvpe of aeroplene, with which she won a 
dozen prizes in races and. competitions. She 
is the only woman in the world who has 
obtained a commercial flying licence. The 
machine in which she came to Dublin—and 
which is her own property—was the same 
which on Tuesday last did 1,300 miles’ flying 
between ó a.m. and 9.30 p.m., when she 
alighted at.every aerodrome in England, a 
trip involving no fewer than 79 landings. 
The severest test any light aeroplane could 
be put to is constant landings, which put a 
very great strain on a machine, but the 
engine is still in perfect condition, though 
untouched since. 
Mrs. Lynn is keenly interested in the 
establishment of aeroplane clubs, and, as an 
Irishwoman, would like to see one in Dublin. 
The Phoenix Park, she declared, would be 
ideal for an aerodrome; in fact, there was 
nothing better or more convenient to a 
capital city, with perhaps the single excep- 
tion of Berlin, which had a fine aerodrome 
within easy distance. In England certain 
aeroplane clubs are subsidised by the Govern- 
ment, but others are self-supporting. At the 
Government-subsidised clubs it costs about 
£20 to learn to fly, and the actual cost of 
running a private light aeroplane is about 
13d. a mile. 


“Flying is a much safer pastime than 
h — >> i v sé 
motoring,’ said Mrs. Lynn. One rarely 
hears of accidents ‘in civil aviation. Scot- 


land has just started an aeroplane club, and 
I do not see why Ireland should be behind. 
In England there are altogether 14. clubs, six 
of which are subsidised and the others self- 
supporting. ’”’ 

“IRISH MAKE EXTREMELY GOOD 

PILOTS."’ 

It was her experience that Irish people 
made extremely good pilots, and in support 
of this statement she mentioned that last 
vear there were only three women flying in 
England and they were all Irishwomen—Lady 
Bailey (daughter of Lord Rossmore), Miss 
O’Brien (daughter of Sir Timothy O’Brien) 
and herself. Last Easter there was a race 
at Bournemouth open to women fliers of the 
world, and the entrants were all Irish. 

Mrs. . Elliott Lynn was born in County 
Limerick, near Newcastle West, where her 
family—the Pierce-Evanses—resided. She is 
anxious to let Irish people know all she can 
about aviation, and she proposes to give a 
demonstration of flying in the Phoenix Park 
at ó o'clock to-day. She will also give a 
demonstration at the Baldonnel Aerodrome 
this morning. 

After a short stay in the Phoenix Park 
Mrs. Lynn entered her machine and in an 
instant was “ in the air ” and on her way to 
Baldonnel Aerodrome, where her machine 
was parked for the night. She was escorted 
by Colonel Fitzmaurice and Captain Heron 
in their. Moths. 5 

Mrs. Lynn will remain in Dublin 
to-morrow.

Bernadette Haag. a 12 year old 
Pittsburgh schoolgirl, will play the lead as 
Bernadette Soubirous, the French peasant girl 
to whom the Virgin Mary appeared at the 
grotto. .

TO HOUSE SEARCH.

In a drawer in his bedroom the witness 
found an opal and diamond ring, a diamond 
ring and a gold Claddagh ring, also a gold 
locket and chain. The accused man said that 
he bought the locket on the quays. He said 
that the Claddagh ring was his wife’s, and 
that he had bought it in a certain establish- 
ment. i 

The witness noticed a diamond pin in the 
defendant's tie, but remarked later that this 
pin had disappeared. He asked Naughten 
where the pin had gone, and the defendant 
produced it from his trousers pocket. Asked 
where he got the pin, he said that he did not 
know. Later he said, “I believe I got it from 
some man in Marlborough street.” 

The witness then told him that he believed 
that the five-stoned diamond ring and the opal 
and diamond ring were the property of Mrs.

THE TWO IRELANDS. 


VISITING CLERCYMAN’S 
VIEWS. 

The principal guest at the meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday in Clery’s 
Restaurant was the Rev. R. J. Kussell, a 
Presbyterian clergyman, from Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan, Canada. 

Mr. Kussellis an Ulster man who has spent 
thuty years in Canada. He is having a holt- 
day in Ireland, and he said thut he was de- 
lighted to visit his native land and to notice 
the great improvement that had taken piace 
in the condit.on of the people during the past 
twenty-five years. Canada, he said, was a 
great country, with almost infinite resources — 
for wealth. It was the granary of the world, 
a great wheat-growing country. People of 
every race and tongue were coming into 
Canada, and the problem confronting the Go- 
vernment was to blend those ;eople into 
one harmonious whole, in order that they 
might become good Canadian citizens. He 
rejo'ced that the most cordial relations existed 
between the various religious denominations 
in that country. He wanted to bear testi- 
mony to what the early missionaries, espe- 
cially the Jesuit priests, and others had done 
when they planted the standard of their re- 
spective Churches among the people, the 
consequence of which wes that to-day Canada 
is a Christian country. 

In Ireland, said the speaker, we have two 
rationalities—the Anglo-Saxon, with centres 
hke Belfast, and the Celtic Ireland, with 
centres. like Dublin and Cork. These two 
nationalities never had propeily blended, so 
that we have two Irelands to-day instead of 


one. If the Canadian people are to build up 
a-great. nation, the auestions for her peon'e 


must be, not what would benefit individuals, 
or political parties, or religious denomina- 
tions, but what would benefit the whole com- 
munity and the Church of God, to which the 
people belong. As another condition of suc- 
cess there must be purity in politics; there. 
must be social purity and lofty ideals. 
FAITH IN IRELAND’S FUTURE. 

“I never had such faith in Ireland as 1: 
have to-day,” said Mr. Russell. ‘‘ During 
my whole life it has been my prayer con- 
tinually that there should be one Ireland— 
neither North nor South, neither Catholic nor 
Protestant, but all one, working together to 
make this ‘ gem of the sea the pride of the 
world. You are nearer to that to-day than 
you were ever before. During the past twenty- 
five years the whole face of Ireland has been 
transfigured. You who live here do not see 
it as a stranger does. Instead of the 
poor little hovels, which were scarcely 
habitable, the humbleér classes are now 
living in decent houses. This outward 
change is, I believe, an expression of the 
moral change also that has taken place.”
